The IUS is concern- 
ed only with students whereas she WFDY is concerned with all youth. 


2. The IUS, which was founded in 1946, is similar to the WFDY in that is 
has been infiltrated by the Communists and taken over by them; it also 
has a similar Organizational structure.

At the Warsaw Congress, source was struck by the fact shat disoussions 
were so liberal. To maintain its international character, the IUS had 
anti-Communist student groups among its ranks. These groups had the 
status of observers buts they actively participated in the IUS activities 
and attended the meetings. Ie is source's opinion that. these anti- 
Communist groups, of which the British group was the moat important, 
naively believed they could change #he IUS' Communist policy by renain-

When the IUS was expelled from France in 1951-1952, the headquarters 
moved to Prague where 1% oocuples an old three-story building.
